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Student dismissals 
cause Berkeley riot

BERKELEY, CALIF. (CPS) - More than 1,500 University 
of California students marched into the administration 
building here yesterday, staging a mili-in which halted 
the functioning of thé administration for five hours. 

Thiv protest came after Tuesday's decision by Chancellor 
Roger Heyns to suspend two students for their activities during 
stop-the-draft week In October. The students, Reese Erlich and 
Peter Camejo, were among' those using sound equipment during 
the antiwar rallies on the Berkeley campus In violation of 
university regulations. 

Early Wednesday morning, Camcjo and former UC stu- 
dent Michael Smith were taken Into custody by Berkeley 
police. The two had been arrested last week for their parti- 
cipation' In hoisting a pirate flag on. campus ridiculing Heyns. 
They were' released pending trial on "condition that they refrain 
from further trouble-mnklng. 

Smith has been out of school since his suspension during 
last year's student strike. When Camcjo, a senior in History, 
learned of his suspension Tuesday, he Immediately began 
mapping out plans for Wednesday's demonstration. 

This apparently was considered "trouble-making" and po- 
lice took Camcjo and Smith from their homes at 3 am. The 
Judge raised their ball from $500 to $5,000 each.

of the Macdonald Chemistry 
Building (Old Chemistry Build- 
ing):" 

Monday, Fekete's . lawyers 
asked the court to grant the 
student a writ of evocation. 
The University's counsel argu- 
ed that the Superior Court has 
no supervisory jurisdiction over 
the Senate Committee on Stu- 
dent Discipline. Sheppard cit- 
ed several precedents where 
the court hod acted in similar 
cases.

The students chanted "down with strax" referring to UNB 
nuclear Physics Professor Norman Strax, an American who 
led a UNB contingent of 150 on the Pentagon march in Wash- 
ington October 21. . 

Strax organized the Tuesday réunion for the participants in 
the Washington march. 

After roughing up students who guarded the doors to the 
meeting the protesters asked to speak to Strax.

Armstrong 
protests 



suspensions 

OTTAWA (CUP) - Canadian 
Union of Students president 
Hugh Armstrong has registered 
a strong protest to the expul- 
sion of student Mark Kirk 
from the University of Western 
Ontario, following his convic- 
tion of possession of mari- 
juana. 

Kirk, Q freshman, was convict- 
ed in a London magistrate's court 
on November IS. '"Mli^U^ 
probation for two yea«?'Hefl«8 
since been expelled after a 
special meeting of the univer- 
sity board of governors consider-, 
ed the case. 

"If a student commits an off- 
ence against the law, he should 
.. be punished by the state, and by 
the state alone," said Armstrong. 
"I protest strongly the placing 
of students under double jeopar- 
dy by Canadian academic institu- 
tions." In this case, press reports 
suggest collusion between the 
magistrate and university ad- 
ministration." 

Before handing down sentence, 
Magistrate D.B. Menzics said the 
univcfiity had indicated to him 
that they would take strong act- 
ion to curtail the use of drugs 
on campus. 

"The law should be enforced 



exclusively by the state", said 
Armstrong. "The university has 
no business enforcing Canadian 
law." 

A special meeting of 'the fac- 
ulty association was called for 
today to consider the suspension. 
Armstrong is confident that fac- 
ulty and students at Western will 
give the matter urgent consider- 
ation.
